-Here,  as  everywliere  at  tlie  South,  the 
Negro  question  is  the  theme  of  universal 
and  anxious  thought.  So  it  must  con¬ 
tinue  for  some  time  to  come.  The  ques- 
iiion  of  giving  him  a  vote  is  decided  almost 
unanimously  in  the  negative,  and  reasons 
are  given  here  which  seem  to  have  weight. 
Gov.  Holden  is  understood  to  hold  ndth 
President  Johnson,  who  by  the  way  was 
bora  in  this  place,  that  at  the  present  the 
negro  should  not  for  hi^  own  sake  be 
allowed  the  privilege,  as  liis  old  master  if 
he  I’emained  with  him.’,  or  some  dema¬ 
gogue  if  he  were  elsewhere,  would  suitdy 
use  his  vote,  and  perha^pti  to  his  own  in¬ 
jury  ;  but  that  the  blstck  should  be  edu¬ 
cated  as  fast  as  porsible,  and  be  promised 
the  ballot  when  he  has  made  certain  at¬ 
tainments,  and  then  the  promise  without 
fail  be  kept. 

•Tlie  worst  feature  of  oinnion  among 
the  old  masters  respecting  the  blacks  is, 
that  the  negroes  are  incapable  of  advance¬ 
ment.  This  seems  almost  the  universal 
view,  and  so  positive  are  they  that  a 
Northern  man  may  scarcely  argue  with 
them  that  the  negro  has  not  been  fairly 
tried  to  see  what  in  a  state  of  freedom 
he  could  accomplish — without  exciting 
some  feeling  —  of  course  the  statement 
that  he  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
show  what  he  can  do,  implies  a  censure 
upon  his  former  master. 

While  this  entire  want  of  faith  in  the 
negro’s  capabilities  for  elevation  exists, 
those  who  feel  it  will  make  no  hopeful 
effort  towards  elevating  them.  Perhaps 
also,  the  want  of  disposition  in  some 
minds  to  aid  the  black  may  express  itself 
in  asserting  his  incapacity.  Yet  I 
pleased  to  testify  that  the  many  good 
Christians  I  have  met  in  this  city,  espe¬ 
cially  the  Baptists  and  Methodists  and 
Episcopalians,  are  as  a  body  determined 
to  work  for  the  education  and  elevation 
of  the  blacks,  and  with  an  intelligent 
belief  that  he  can  be  educated,  and  a  firm 
belief  that  as  he  is  to  be  free  he  mus/  be, 
North  Oarohna  Chiistians  at  the  capital 
of  the  State  are  far  ahead  in  true  loyalty 
and  sincere  desire  for  the  welfare  of  the 
blacks  of  those  I  saw  at  the  capital  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  And  they  need  and  deserve  help 
from  the  North  in  Bibles  and  good  books, 
especially  of  an  imdenominational  kind, 
until  they  can  get  their  own  machinery 
19  order. 

I7ie  unusual  morlalUy  among  the  blacks 
since  the  Federal  possession  is  often  a 
question  of  inquiry  by  me,  and  I  think  I 
have  reached  some  light.  While  there  is 
doubtless  a  tendency  among  those  cha¬ 
grined  and  angered  at  the  result  of  the 
rebellion,  to  magnify  whatever  evils  the 
negroes  now  suffer,  as  thus  their  former 
evil  prophesies  are  fulfilled  respecting 
them,  and  hence  we  must  sift  carefully  all 
reports  of  their  extraordinary  sufferings, 
yet  with  every  possible  deduction  I  am 
compelled  to  believe  in  a  sad  increase  of 
mortality. 

Facts  upon  facts,  authenticated,  compel 
the  conclusion.  One  family  of  fifty,  one 
year  ago,  have  lost  ten.  One  of  thirty 
have  lost  fourteen.  Near  Fayetteville,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  statement  of  three  Federal 
soldiers  just  from  that  place,  three  negro 
families  were  found  on  adjoining  farms, 
consisting  in  the  aggregate  of  sixty  per¬ 
sons,  eleven  of  whom  lay  dead  in  the 
cabins  as  the  soldiers  came  by.  In  many 
parts  of  lower  North  Carolina  decaying 
bodies  were  found  in  the  woods  by  the 
gathering  of  buzzards  over  head.  In 
this  city  it  is  admitted  that  the  deaths 
axe  alarmingly  numerous. 

Why  is  this?  I  cannot  account  for  it 
all.  ^me  of  the  causes  are  these :  As 
OUT  armies  came  into  the  towns  and  cities 
the  blacks  left  the  farms,  and  crowded 
into  the  already  overstocked  centres,  and 
were  huddled  into  close  and  filthy  quar¬ 
ter's.  Their  masters  had  formerly  com¬ 
pelled  them  to  keep  clean,  at  least  to 
some  extent.  Now  the  negroes  had  no 
means  even  if  they  had  possessed  the  dis 
position.  Then,  having  no  food,  the 
Government  was  compelled  to  issue  ra¬ 
tions — salt  pork  and  hard  tack — a  com¬ 
plete  change  of  diet  for  them.  This, 
Added  to  their  change  of  place  and  airy 
country  cabins,  throws  them  into  slow 
fevers — spotted  fever  they  call  it  here, 
Add  to  'this  their  freedom  from  moral 
restraint  in  reference  to  the  seventh  com¬ 
mandment,  and  its  constant  and  promis¬ 
cuous  'violation  in  these  crowded  haunts 
and  the  surgeons  of  the  army  tell  you 
that  fearful  havoc  of  fife  is  the  result 
Those  found  dead  out  on  the  plantations 
or  in  the  woods,  met  death  from  other 
causes — want  of  food  in  some  cases — 
sickness  and  no  one  to  care  for  them,  in 
others. 

It  should  be  added  that  many  of  our 
O'wn  soldiers  show  great  repugnance  to 
wards  the  negro  people,  and  impose  on 
them,  treating  them  often  with  great 
cruelty  and  glaring  injustice.  I  do  not 
think  this  is  'general,  however,  with  the 
Federal  army.  If  I  obtain  more  light  on 
.this  subject,  I  will  give  it 


The  industrM  rdeUiona  of  tlie  blacks  to 
the  owners  of  the  soil  are  very  difficult 
of  adjustment,  oven  whore  the  employer 
is  a  reasonable  and  considerate  man. 
The  entire  family  of  the  negro  must  be 
fed  and  clothed,  while  there  is  perhaps 
but  one  ablebodied  man  and  one  woman 
to  work.  The  negro  man  and  woman  who 
could,  if  alone,  earn  eight  or  ten  doUars 
per  month,  are  quite  unable  to  see  that 
the  support  of  the  four  or  five  “chargea- 
bles”  coming  upon  the  employer,  renders 
it  impossible  for  him  to  give  them  full 
v/ages  in  money.  Then  there  is  no  money 
over  large  poi-tions  of  the  country.  Gov. 
Holden  told  me  he  doubted  if  ever  there 
was  a  civilized  and  Christian  people  so 
impoverished  before,  as  are  those  in  the 
line  of  the  armies’  marching.  Hence  the 
employer  is  not  able  to  pay  money  now, 
and  the  negro  has  lost  confidence  in  the 
promises  of  some  white  men ;  and  this, 
with  his  sluggish  habits,  lead  him  to 
throw  up  eug,igements  sometimes  in  the 
very  middle  of  the  harvest,  leaving  the 
crops  to  go  to  waste.  By  degrees  all  this 
will  right  itself ;  justice  will  be  done  ; 
the  negroes  will  rise  ;  peace,  and  unity, 
and  righteousness  wUl  prevail.

THE  PAPACY. 

Milan,  Italy,  June  24,  1865. 
Veiily,  it  must  be  said  that  the  Roman 
Court,  in  these  days,  is  in  bad  humor.  A 
day  or  two  since  came  the  notice  of  the 
rapture  of  negotiations  with  the  Italian 
Government,  and  last  evening  was  an- 
noimced  another  rupture  with  the  envoys 
of  the  Mexican  Government,  who,  not 
being  able  to  come  to  an  imderstanding 
with  the  Pontiff,  will  hastily  leave  Rome. 
The  Pope,  it  is  said,  will  recall  his  nuncio, 
^  Monsignor  Meglia,  from  Mexico,  and  so 
win  vanish  ail  hopes  of  a  good  accord 


with  the  new  Mexican  Empire. 

The  Roman  Court  has  maintained  vig¬ 
orously,  in  the  long  negotiations  that 
have  been  going  on  with  Maximilian,  the 
principles  of  the  syUalnts ;  and  hence  the 
absolute  competency  of  the  Church,  not 
only  in  matters  purely  ecclesiastical,  but 
also  in  matters  mixed,  and  the  exclusion 
of  all  influence  of  the  chdl  power  ;  and 
on  the  qui^ticn  of  the  sale  of  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  property,  Rome  refused  all  negotia¬ 
tions. 

In  face  of  such  exorbitant  pretentions, 
the  government  of  Maximilian  has  given 
proofs  of  gi'eat  moderation,  but  finally 
it  has  been  constrained  to  recognize  the 
impossibility  of  coming  to  an  understand¬ 
ing  with  such  a  government  as  the  Ro¬ 
man,  that  disown  the  ideas  of  oiu'  age 
and  the  wants  of  modern  society. 

The  rupture  of  the  negotiations  of 
Rome  with  the  Italian  Government  has 
given  great  relief  to  the  people.  A 
weight  has  been  removed  from  the  chest, 
and  respiration  is  now  more  free  and 
easy.  The  people,  it  is  true,  in  general, 
had  sti'ong  confidence  in  the  present  Gov¬ 
ernment,  in  its  wise  and  patriotic  inten¬ 
tions  ;  but  yet  there  was  cause  for  rest¬ 
lessness  and  anxiety  in  the  reflection  that 
Rome,  first  proposing  or  provoking  the 
negotiations,  would  attempt  every  kind 
of  flattery,  seduction,  and  diplomatic  cun¬ 
ning  to  cajole  the  Italian  ambassador  in 
order  to  gain  some  selfish  end. 

The  Italian  Government,  certainly, 
with  a  sincere  spirit  of  conciliation,  first 
hastened  to  respond  to  the  request  of 
the  Pope.  It  sought  to  obtain  no  exor¬ 
bitant  advantages,  but  only  to  stand  up¬ 
on  its  own  dignity,  and  maintain  the  vi¬ 
tal  principles  of  its  existence  as  a  govern¬ 
ment.  This  attitude  of  wise  conciliation 
and  dignity  was  preserv^ed,  and  now  that 
negotiations  are  broken  off  by  Rome  her¬ 
self,  the  position  of  the  government  is 
the  best  possible.  The  necessity  of  things 
and  the  fatal  course  of  events  seem  in 
evitably  to  impel  the  Papacy  on  to  de¬ 
struction. 

It  is  said  that  Austria  from  its  hatred 
to  Italy  and  France,  has  contributed  to 
prevent  the  success  of  these  negotiations. 
Veiy  probable,  for  Austria  naturally 
would  dislike  any  accord  between  the  Pa¬ 
pacy  and  the  new  Italian  Kingdom  which 
she  herself  has  not  yet  recognized  ;  and 
would  use  all  efforts  to  embarrass  that 
French  policy  which  seeks  to  'withdraw 
her  troops  fi’om  Romo  according  to  the 
stipulations  of  the  16th  oT  September. 

But  what,  it  may  be  asked,  could  have 
induced  the  Curia  Bomana  in  its  foolish¬ 
ness  to  lend  an  ear  to  the  prejudicial  in¬ 
sinuations  of  Austria,  and  thus  suffer  an 
inglorious  defeat  ?  It  may  be  answered 
perhaps,  that  Austria  hates  Italy,  and 
Rome  hates  Italy.  Austria  has  a  reac¬ 
tionary  policy,  and  Rome  in  this  regard, 
is  in  full  sympathy  with  her.  Then  be¬ 
sides,  Austria  is  always  lavish  in  her 
promises  to  the  Pope,  who  is  ever  exces¬ 
sively  credulous  in  belie'ving  them,  the 
same  promises  which  she  knows  she  can 
at  her  own  convenient  time  abandon. 

And  this  time  may  not  be  very  far  dis¬ 
tant.  This  persistent  refusal  of  the  Pope 
to  come  to  terms  of  amity  with  Italy, 
which  France  desires,  and  the  intermed¬ 
dling  of  Austria,  will  render  Italian  and 
French  policy  towards  Rome  still  more 


determined  ;  and  when  Austria  sees  that 
the  Pope  is  helpless  and  without  friends, 
then  she  foo  will  abandon  him.

Mouat  Carmel — Beyrout — Syrian  Uissiona  of  the 
American  Board. 

As  our  steamer  was  delayed  six  hours  at 
Haifa,  we  had  a  good  opportunity  to  visit 
the  convent  on  Mount  Carmel, which  stands 
out  bfldly  into  the  sea  just  below  the 
harbor. 

The  convent,  according  to  its  own  tra¬ 
ditions,  is  the  oldest  in  the  world.  The 
monks  make  no  doubt  that  it  was  establish¬ 
ed  by  Elijah  himself.  Their  hespitable  and 
cordial  reception  of  our  little  party  was  such 
that  we  could  not  openly  dissent  from  the 
pleasant  traditions,  though  we  felt  that  the 
stern  old  prophet  had  another  and  more  im¬ 
portant  mission  than  that  of  establishing 
holy  orders  for  a  forthcoming  Papacy.  The 
convent  claims  to  occupy  the  spot  where 
Elijah  prayed  after  the  memorable  trial  with 
the  priests  of  Baal,  and  of  course  there 
must  be  an  altar  over  the  place,  and  a  con¬ 
stant  glare  of  sacred  candles.  Deeply  as  I 
was  interested  in  the  convent,  I  separated 
myself  from  our  party  and  climbed  to  the 
highest  points  of  the  mountain  which  I 
could  find  within  any  reasonable  distance, 
for  it  was  the  monntain  itself,  as  God  made 
it,  and  as  Elijah  saw  it,  that  I  had  come  to 
visit. 

Carmel  is  a  long  ridge  or  promontory 
2000  feet  in  height,  extending  from  the  sea 
directly  inland  toward  the  plain  of  Esdrac- 
lon.

plomaoiee  of  England,  Fcanoe,  and  Russia 
are  in  earnest  rivalry  for  an  asoandaut  po  - 
litical  influence  in  the  Turkish  Empire,  but 
in  the  propngation  of  the  blessed  Gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ — I  say  it  not  in  boast- 
fulness,  but  with  satisfactiou — the  younger 
Christian  Nation,  far  across  the  great  ocean, 
has  confessedly  taken  the  lead.  At  Bey- 
rout  I  found  a  letter  from  brother  Morgan, 
a  dear  friend  of  College  days,  inviting  me 
to  visit  him  in  his  interesting  field  at  Kes- 
sab,  and  to  accompany  him  on  a  six  days’ 
horseback  journey  to  the  annual  Missionary 
conference  to  bo  held  on  the  2d  of  April  at 
Ain  tab. 

Seldom  have  I  been  called  to  a  greater 
self-denial  than  in  the  inexorable  necessity 
which  deprived  me  of  eo  great  a  privilege. 
If  American  Christiana  who  come  to  Eiuope 
with  long  purses  and  au  abundance  of  time, 
would  so  extend  their  programme  as  to  visit 
these  Mission  fields,  they  would  cheer  the 
lone  laborers  who  are  stationed  here,  and 
go  back  with  their  own  hearts  firtd  anew 
with  missionary  zeal. 

O  would  that  the  churches  of  the  United 
States  could  be  brought  into  a  more  vital 
relationship  with  the  great  work  which  they 
have  undertaken  here!  Would  that  they 
could  know  more  of  it  in  the  sense  of  vivid 
realization— know  and  feel  its  greatness, 
its  successes,  its  future  promise,  and  at 
the  same  time  its  hardships  and  its  necessi¬ 
ties  ! 

At  our  hotel  in  Beyrout  we  found  Rev. 
Mr.  Dodge  and  family,  of  New  York — wor¬ 
thy  son  of  a  worthy  father— of  whose  inter¬ 
est  in  the  cause  of  Missions  it  is  needless  to 
speak.

And  it  came  to  pass  at  the 
seventh  time  that  Ls  said.  Behold  there 
ariseth  a  little  cloud  out  of  the  sea  like  a 
man’s  hand.  And  he  said,  Go  up,  say  un¬ 
to  Ahab,  Prepare  thy  chariot  and  get  thee 
down  that  the  rain  stop  thee  not.  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  the  meanwhile  that  the 
heaven  was  black  with  clouds  and  wind,  and 
there  was  a  great  rain.” 

We  are  never  weary  of  pondering  that 
fine  example  and  illustration  of  prayer — the 
humility  of  it  after  such  a  day  of  triumphs  ; 
the  expectancy  that  not  only  asked  but 
watched  the  sky ;  the  patience  which  could 
be  put  off,  even  after  a  beginning  of  mira¬ 
cles,  to  the  seventh  time.  Elijah  believed 
in  the  “Higher  Law,”  and  had  acted  upon 
it  throughout  the  day  ;  but  he  also  believed 
in  the  lower  law.  So  down  from  this  moun¬ 
tain  of  wonders  he  ran  to  Jezreel  before 
Ahab's  chariot.  He  had  bearded  and  de¬ 
fied  the  king  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  su¬ 
preme  claims  of  God,  but  so  far  as  concern¬ 
ed  his  owa  relations  to  his  sovereign,  he 
was  ready,  after  all  his  triumphs,  to  ta’iie 
the  lowest  place.  He  was  fearless  as  a  lion 
for  God  and  the  truth — not  hesitating  to 
speak  politically  if  need  be  ;  but  he  had  no¬ 
thing  of  that  base  fanaticism  which,  nftder 
sacred  names,  adores  only  the  obstinate  su 
premacy  of  self. 

I  felt  it  to  be  an  unspeakable  privilege  to 
stand  ou  Mount  Carmel  and  take  in  with 
the  eye  and  the  mind  as  much  ns  possible 
of  what  the  place  suggests.  But  a  cloud 
much  larger  than  a  man’s  hand  in  the  West¬ 
ern  sky  betokened  rain,  and  besides,  the 
hour  for  our  steamer’s  departure  was  ap 
proaching.  I  must  hasten  down  and  con¬ 
tent  myself  with  a  fading,  distant  view,  and 
with  remembrances  that  can  never  be  ef¬ 
faced. 

After  a  call  of  a  few  hours  at  St.  Jean 
d’Acre,  memorable  in  the  days  of  the  Cru¬ 
saders,  and  now  grievously  marred  and  bat 
tered  by  the  English  bombordmout  upon 
Ibrahim  Pas'aa  In  1840,  we  passed  ou  to 
Beyrout,  where  we  airived  upon  the  next 
morning,  March  18th. 

Of  the  beautiful  city  itself,  and  of  glori¬ 
ous  Lebanon  in  the  back- ground,  and  of 
Fairy  Damascus,  that  lies  beyond,  1  will 
speak  at  another  time— per/iaps. 

Our  chief  attractions  at  Beyrout  were  the 
flourishing  Mission  of  the  American  Board, 
and  the  noble  men  and  women  who  are  sta¬ 
tioned  there.  Nowhere  have  our  mission¬ 
ary  enterprises  gained  greater  influence  t’aan 
in  the  city  and  vicinity  of  Constantinople 
and  cn  th^  Syrian  coast.  English  Chris¬ 
tiana  whom  we  meet  out  here  in  the  Ei«t 
frankly  congratulate  us  upon  the  men  and 
the  preeminent  sticcess  of  the  American 
Missions  of  the  Levant.  The  various  di 


peuMs  of  tiieir  education.  The  sittings  are 
full,  but  the  plaoe,viiiich  is  rented  from  the 
funds  of  the  Mission,  can  only  accommo¬ 
date  about  forty  pupils.  Others  who  would 
gladly  be  availed  of  the  means  of  education 
are  necessarily  excluded. 

Our  brethren  of  Ihe  mission  feel  this  to 
be  a  sore  trial,  for  they  know  as  others  can¬ 
not,  the  importance  of  rightly  training  those 
who  are  to  become  the  wives  and  mothei's 
of  these  people.  Educated  young  men  in 
the  East  often  forget  the  religions  element 
in  their  education,  while  they  chiefly  valne 
the  facilities  which  it  affords  them  for  get¬ 
ting  on  in  secular  pursuits.  Bat  each  edu¬ 
cated  Syrian  girl  will  become  the  priestess 
of  a  quiet  home  altar  which  will  be  far  less 
likely  to  bo  corrupted.  Shall  there  not 
be  reared  an  ample  and  commodious  build¬ 
ing  for  a  Ladies’  Seminary  in  Beyrout  ? 
We  were  interested  beyond  expression  in 
the  bright  faced  and  intelligent  girls  of  the 
schooL  We  were  surprised  at  their  advance¬ 
ment  and  at  their  'whole  bearing  and  appear¬ 
ance.  And  when  they  united  with  Mr,  Jes¬ 
sup  iu  singing  “The  Shining  Shore,”  in 
Arabic,  but  with  the  same  full,  clear  meas¬ 
ures  which  we  had  beard  so  often  in  the 
Sab 'oath- schools  of  onr  own  more  favored 
land,  I  dare  not  undertake  to  say  what  be¬ 
came  of  us  and  our  poor  sympathies.  One 
of  our  party  (I  am  not  authorized  to  speak 
his  name)  had  already  assumed  the  expense 
of  a  year’s  (d',\cation  for  one  of  the  girls, 
and  I  am  quite  sure  if  it  had  been  possible, 
by  any  miracle  or  migio,  we  should  have 
erected  an  imposiog  edifice  there  that  very 
hour. 

Who  has  a  thank- offering  for  the  down¬ 
fall  of  the  American  rebellion  and  for  the 
salvation  of  the  Republic,  which  even  the 
croakers  of  Europe  now  accept  as  a  fore¬ 
gone  conclusion  ?  With  what  has  been 
raised,  ten  thonsand  dollars,  at  par  value, 
will  give  a  permanent  Lsdies’  Seminary  to 
Beyrout,  and  to  Syria.  Years  of  faithful 
labor  have  been,  and  are  being  given  here. 
Who  will  add  the  material  aid  ?  F.  F.  E.

We  found  Dr.  Vandyke  in  feeble  health — 
worn,  as  well  he  might  be,  with  patient  and 
constant  toil  It  is  indeed  worth  a  life,  and 
more  than  one,  to  have  been  the  means,  iu 
God’s  hasd,  of  consummating  so  great  and 
glorious  a  work,  but  we  trust  that  he  will 
be  spared  for  other  labors  yet  more  abund¬ 
ant. 

On  the  Sabbath  we  attended  a  Sacra¬ 
mental  service  in  the  Mission  church.  Ser¬ 
mon  by  Rev.  Dr.  Thompson— the  sacrament 
administered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Jessup.  As  the 
entire  service  was  conducted  in  Arabic,  we 
beard  only  with  the  heart  and  not  “  with 
the  understanding  also.”  But  the  feast  was 
one,  aid  the  cejumon  bond  one,  It  was 
Christ’s  own  table,  and  as  we  gathered 
around  it  with  whatever  diversities  of  Ian-  j 
guage  or  of  color,  we  felt  that  we  were 
brethren. 

It  was  more  than  a  mere  sentimental 
pleasure  to  sit  down  to  this  supper  on  the 
very  shores  where  it  was  first  instituted,  and 
where  the  Redeemer  died.  Wo  were  Gen¬ 
tiles  from  afar,  and  our  uncovered  heads 
were  in  the  minority  among  the  red  Fez 
ojps,  but  we  look  forward  to  a  feast  at  which 
the  numberless  diversities  of  all  lands  will 
be  represented,  and  yet  all  be  bound  to¬ 
gether  by  a  common  spirit  and  animated  by 
a  common  love. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  Messrs. 
Jessup  and  Berry  we  had  an  opportunity  of 
visiting  some  of  the  principal  schools  of 
Beyrout.  A  seminary  for  boys  opened  only 
twenty  months  sines  by  Mr.  Butrus  Bysta- 
my,  a  converted  Maronite,  has  already  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  and  is  self-sup- 
poriing.  It  is  equally  creditable  to  the  en¬ 
terprise  of  its  founder  and  to  the  appreci¬ 
ation  which  the  Syrians  are  ready  to  mani¬ 
fest  toward  any  worthy  effort  to  educate 
their  children.  A  ladies’  seminary  under 
tbs  care  of  an  accomplished  Syrian  lady — a 
former  pupil  of  the  late  Dr.  DeForest, — is 
equally  flourishing  in  proportion  to  tho 
means  which  it  has  to  work  with.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  especially  for  the  daughters  of  poor 
Christians  who  are  not  able  to  meet  the  ex-

THE  FAMILY  OATHSBINQ. 

On  the  27th  of  June  the  children  of  Eli¬ 
sha  Judson,  Sen.,  and  grand- children  of 
Dea.  Daniel  Judson,  formerly  of  Kiugsboro, 
convened  at  the  house  of  Alanson  Judson, 
in  the  village  of  Gloversville,  N.  Y. ,  tc  en¬ 
joy  a  mutual  interchange  of  thought  and 
heart,  and  revive  sweet  memories  of  olden 
times,  when  they  were  children  of  one  com¬ 
mon  family,  and  dependent  upon  one  hon¬ 
ored  and  revered  head. 

There  were  five  brothers  and  one  sister, 
viz  :  Sylvester,  Sylvanus,  Gurdon,  Elisha, 
Alanson,  Mrs.  Lucy  Hildreth — the  eldest 
78,  and  the  youngest  58,  and  the  sum  of 
their  united  ages  four  hundred  and  sixteen 
years,  and  the  domestic  circle  remains  yet 
unbroken. 

Mr.  Gurdon  Judson  had  been  appointed 
delegate  to  the  Congregational  Council  held 
at  Boston,  which  chance  visit  gave  rise  to 
this  pleasant  meeting. 

Dea.  Daniel  Judson  (the  grandfather)  was 
a  man  of  exemplary  life  and  high  Christian 
attainments,  and  the  touching  fervency  of 
Lis  prayers  still  lingers  in  the  memory  of 
the  oldest  inhabitants.  He  was  accustomed 
to  pray  frequently  and  earnestly  for  his 
grand- children,  seeming  to  feel  the  most 
intense  desire  that  they  shoidd  all  openly 
profess  Christ  and  become  useful  and  honor¬ 
able  members  of  society. 

And  they  have  not  been  nnmindfal  of  his 
prayers,  or  forgotten  (heir  early  teachings, 
but  have  grown  from  childhood  to  man¬ 
hood  iu  the  love  and  fear  of  God.  Each 
brother  has  been  an  active  officer  in  the 
Church,  and  all  who  have  been  under 
their  influence  will  remember  their  earnest 
appeals  to  the  unconverted,  and  their  suc¬ 
cessful  labors  iu  the  cause  of  Christ. 

I  well  remember,  when  a  child,  the  inex¬ 
pressible  longing  I  used  to  feel  to  become 
like  these  dear  brothers  and  sister,  to  whom 
Heaven  seemed  so  near,  and  Christ  so  ex¬ 
ceedingly  precious.  I  well  remember  the 
morning  prayer-meetings  where,  before  sun¬ 
rise,  I  used  to  go  with  my  father  to  the  house 
of  one  of  these  brothers,  and  listen  with 
breathless  attention  as  he  affectionately  urg 
ed  us  to  come  to  Jesus  and  receive  His 
blessing.  How  his  words  inspired  me  to 
become  great  and  good  ;  and  even  now,  in 
middle  life,  the  fragrance  of  his  prayers 
come  to  me  with  the  same  power,  even  to 
draw  tears  from  my  eye-s,  and  caus-e  me  to 
desire  higher  and  better  things. 

These  brothers  have  also  been  men  of 
great  moral  courage.  They  have  not  beep 
It^hamed  for  years  (when  the  whole  tide  of 
puhlio  opinion  was  against  them)  to  own 
themselves  the  friends  of  the  slave.  As  the 
pioneers  of  Plymouth  fought  perseveringly 
for  the  iiidspendence  of  a  nation,  so  they 
have  fought  iu  an  unpopular  cause,  and  held 
out  bravely  and  manfully  in  the  midst  of 
opposition  and  oppreseion. 

The  friends  of  the  slave !  A  title  which 
few  have  had  courage  to  wear,  but  which 
all  true  men  must  uow  respect  and  honor. 

Thus  after  many  years  of  separation  they 
have  been  permitted  to  return  and  mingle 
their  prayers,  and  tears,  and  thanksgiving 
at  one  common  altar.  Tears  over  each  one’s 
individual  trials  and  perplexities  through 
life  ;  prayers  for  the  future  good  of  them¬ 
selves  and  their  descendants  after  them ; 
and  thanksgiving  for  the  final  trinmph  of 
their  beloved  cauee  and  their  country’s 
glory. 

It  was  an  affecting  scene,  and  after  par¬ 
taking  at  the  hospitable  board  of  the  j  out  g- 
est  brother,  and  singing  for  the  last  time 
the  song  of  praise,  and  lifting  their  voices 
and  heoits  to  God  fur  His  blessing,  they 
patted, — never  more  to  enjoy  such  a  re¬ 
union  until  the  great  tfump  shall  sound, 
and  those  who  have  been  faithful  are  sum¬ 
moned  to  the  fiual  consummation  of  their 
highest  hopes  and  aspirations. 

As  the  friends  intend  the  miniature  of 
their  faces  to  become  a  hcosehold  treasure, 


so  may  the  impress  of  their  lives  be  en¬ 
graven  on  the  memotiee  and  hearts  of  gene¬ 
rations  yet  to  come,  when  they,  a  nnited 
family,  are  singing  the  song  of  the  redeem¬ 
ed  in  heaven.

THE  PRESBTTEBT  OF  ONTARIO 

Held  its  semi-annual  meeting  for  1865  at 
Dansville  on  the  27th  nit.  There  was  a  faQ 
attendance,  and  having  no  “  fighting  par¬ 
sons  ”  and  no  querulous  elders  among  onr 
members,  it  was  as  usual  a  very  harmonious 
and  pleasant  one.  Fonr  years  ago  we  met 
at  the  same  place,  and  found  two  churches 
where  only  one  was  needed.  Thus  they  had 
lived  for  twenty  years,  not  a  little  to  the  re¬ 
gret  of  each.  But  by  mutual  consent  the 
twain  were  then  made  one ;  and  the  nuur- 
riage  has  proved  to  be  a  very  happy  one. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  a  new,  neat,  airy, 
and  convenient  lecture-room,  the  last  com¬ 
pleted  development  of  the  energy  of  that 
enterprising  pastor  and  people.  The  opmi- 
ing  sermon  was  preached  by  the  last  Mod¬ 
erator,  Rev.  L.  G.  Marsh  of  Nundo,  from 
Deut  xxix.  29.  Rev.  G.  P.  Folsom  was 
elected  Moderator. 

The  reports  from  the  ohurehes,  which 
were  made  immediately  in  ooimeotion  with 
the  hour  of  devotional  exercises  in  the 
luorning  of  the  second  day,  showed  that 
while  no  great  revival  had  been  in  progress 
in  any  of  the  churches,  there  bad  been  a 
steady  healthy  increase  in  nearly  all  Whj 
should  it  not  be  so  steady  and  ss  increased 
as  to  testify  to  a  constant  revival  in  all  our 
churches  ? 

Mr.  Joseph  Whiting,  a  member  of  the 
Senior  Class  of  Genesee  College,  and  a  stu¬ 
dent  for  the  ministry,  was  taken  under  the 
care  of  the  Presbytery  at  bis  request. 

The  Ministerial  Btlief  Fund  was  anew 
commended  to  our  churches  as  worthy  of 
their  liberal  benefactions.  It  was  recom¬ 
mended  also  that  a  collection  be  taken  in 
each  of  our  parishes  for  refurnishing  the 
rooms  of  Anborn  Theological  Seminary, 
and  a  disposition  was  manifest  to  take  hold 
of  this  matter  in  earnest,  feeling  that  onr 
churches  in  Western  New  York  should  see 
to  it  that  our  beloved  Seminary  be  not  left 
to  suffer  for  the  lack  of  any  such  thing. 

Rev.  L.  Conklin  of  East  Bloomfield,  was 
elected  Commissioner  to  Auburn  Seminary 
for  three  years  in  the  place  of  Rev.  L.  Par¬ 
sons,  Jr.,  whose  term  of  office  expires,  and 
who  has  been  elected  a  trustee  of  the  Sem¬ 
inary. 

The  following  was  nnanimonsly  adopted 
and  carried  oat,  according  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Presbytery  : 

“  Presbytery  having  learned  with  deep  re¬ 
gret  of  the  severe  illness  of  onr  venerable 
and  beloved  brother,  Charles  Colt  of  Gene- 
seo,  hereby  appoint  Rev.  Dr.  Barnprd  and 
Rev.  A.  L.  Benton  a  committee  to  visit  him 
on  their  homeward  way,  and  express  to  him 
onr  sympathy  with  him  in  his  affliction,  and 
onr  appreciation  of  the  interest  he  has  for 
so  many  years  manifested  in  all  onr  affairs, 
and  our  indebtedness  to  him  lor  the  wisdom 
of  his  counsels  and  the  value  af  his  labors, 
and  assure  him  that  our  prayers  shall  oon- 
tiuue  to  ascend  to  our  common  Heavenly 
Father  in  bis  behalf.  ” 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  has 
this  brother  been  an  office-bearer  in  our 
Church,  and  the  Presbytery  wanted  to  make 
this  expression  to  him  before  he  was  taken 
home.  And  it  was  thought  fitting  that  Or. 
Barnard,  who  has  been  for  the  whole  time 
associated  with  him  iu  Presbytery — having 
been  its  Stated  Clerk  for  more  than  forty 
years,  and  is  so  still— should  be  the  bearer  of 
this  message  of  love  from  us  to  the  dear 
brother. 

Geneseo  was  chosen  as  the  place  for  ihe 
next  annual  meeting.  Rev.  S.  M.  Day  of 
Honeriye,  was  appointed  to  preach  the  Com¬ 
munion  sermon,  and  Rev.  G.  B.  Lord  of 
Perry,  his  alternate. 

Tho  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Sapper  was 
administered,  Rev.  J.  R.  Page  of  Perry, 
preaching  the  sermon  from  Rom.  viii.  3,  4. 
The  Presbytery  adjourned  to  meet  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  during  the  meeting  of 
the  Synod  at  Lima  in  September  next.

SINGULAR  DISCOVERIES. 

The  salt  mines  of  Hallstadt,  in  Austria, 
are  well  known  as  being  among  the  richest 
in  Europe ;  but  a  new  interest  'wiU  hence¬ 
forth  attach  to  them  in  oonsequence  of  the 
patient  researches  continued  for  the  last 
fourteen  years  by  their  present  director, 

M.  Ramsauer,  as  we  collect  from  a  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  by  M.  Fournet  to  M.  Elie  de  Beau¬ 
mont,  and  by  the  latter  communicated  to 
the  Academy  of  Sciences.  In  th'e  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  Hidlstadt  there  is  the  Radolfsthnrm, 
a  tower  situated  in  the  midst  of  an  Alpine 
valley,  in  which  the  salt  mines  above  alln- 
ded  to  are  sitnated.  Here  M.  Rimsaaec 
discovered  and  explored  no  less  than  963 
tombs  of  the  ages  of  bronze  and  iron.  la 
some  of  these  tombs  the  skeleton  was  found 
entire,  in  others  only  the  affies  ;  in  others, 
again,  the  bodies  were  found  to  have  bma 
only  partly  burnt,  sometimes  the  head  only, 
and  sometimes  the  feet.  When  the  head 
only  had  been  burnt,  its  ashes  were  placed 
at  the  feet  of  the  body.  The  objects  found 
in  these  tombs  are  very  interesting  ;  among 
them  we  may  mention  182  bronze  vases,  the 
largest  of  which  are  90  centimetres  in  height 
la  those  days  soldering  seems  to  have  been 
nnknown,  since  these  vases  are  composed  of 
pieces  neatly  riveted  together.  Besides 
these  there  are  scarfs  and  belts,  not  of  skin 
or  textile  material,  but  of  thin  bronze  with 
ornamental  chasings,  quite  similar  to  those 
found  in  Helvetian  and  aute-Roman  tombs  ; 
then  knives,  daggers,  swords  and  lanoe- 
heads,  both  bronze  and  iron  ;  hatchets  of 
bronze,  of  two  principal  patterns,  one  called 
the  celt,  and  the  paalstab  with  four  blades  ; 
then  amber  collars,  some  very  few  glass 
beads,  two  small  glass  vases,  hundreds  of 
fibu'se,  hair  pins,  bronze  bracelets,  and 
other  trinkets,  some  of  the  latter  attached 
to  chains  not  nnlike  our  mederu  watch 
chains  ;  also  a  deal  of  ornamental  pottery,  a 
few  ivory  articles,  snob  as  knife-handles  and 
sword  hilts,  one  of  which  is  inlaid  with  am¬ 
ber  ;  and  lastly,  a  little  gold  but  not  a  par- 
t  ole  of  silver,  and  not  a  trace  of  money  or 
ai  alphabet.  M.  Ramsaaer  has  also  discov¬ 
ered  in  the  mines  themselves,  the  old  galle¬ 
ries  worked  by  the  ancient  race  whose 
t  aces  he  has  discovered,  and  the  tools  with 
which  they  had  been  worked.  These  tools 
are  bronze  pick-axes ;  and  beside  one  of  ■ 
them  were  found  a  fibnla  like  those  of  the 
tombs,  soma  remnants  of  woolen  staffs  and 
ohamois  leather.

Daring  our  late  visit  to  Richmond,  we 
^>ss8ed  several  days  at  the  fort,  and 
lamong  other  things  were  much  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  Soldiers’  Farm.  Under  the  su- 
f»erintendence  of  Rev.  E.  P.  Roe,  assisted 
li>y  convalescent  soldiers,  a  fertile  tract  of 
£and  adjoining  the  hospitals,  had  been 
sneatly  fenced  and  planted  with  vegetables 
•auid  strawberries.  These  were  all  making 
:»  fine  growth,  and  we  are  not  now  sur- 
;;pri3ed  to  hear  of  the  large  yield  as  given 
Sn  the  following  statements,  furnished  at 
our  request.  It  is  only  due  to  Mr.  Roe 

state  that  his  services  in  conneetion 
with  this  agricultural  experiment  have 
jbeen  voluntary  and  gratuitous;  tind  that 
IjIs  solo  object  was  to  provide  fresh  veget- 
:able3  for  the  large  number  of  sick  and 
•wounded  men  which  were  daily  transfer¬ 
red  from  the  front  to  the  hospitals.  In 
ithis  he  has  been  most  successful,  and  has 
receivi?d  his  reward  in  the  consciousness

I  have  foimd  the  improvement  of  old 
pasture  lands  by  top-dressing  exceeding¬ 
ly  difficult.  On  hea-vy  soils  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  lime  and  wood  ashes  is  recom¬ 
mended.  But  upon  such  lands  when  the 
grass  fails,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  better 
practice  is  to  plow  them  up.  We  cannot 
have  good  grass  with  a  hard  surface,  and 
to  get  rid  of  this  difficulty,  with  clay 
lands,  would  recommend  an  application 
of  bai-n-yard  manure  and  swamp  muck 
(where  it  can  be  had)  spread  out,  say  in 
September  or  October,  after  which,  as 
soon  as  possible,  plow  to  the  depth  of 
eight  inches. 

If  the  soil  is  of  fair  quality,  we  may 
take  off  a  crop  of  corn  the  next  season, 
thus  giving  the  land  the  benefit  of  the 
action  of  the  frost  through  the  Winter, 
and  the  sun  upon  our  fallow  crop  in  Sum¬ 
mer,  both  of  which  are  necessary  to  pro¬ 
duce  that  mellow  condition  of  the  soil 
without  which  we  cannot  expect  to  have 
a  good  permanent  pasture.  As  the  com 
crop  cannot  be  got  off  in  lime  to  sow  the 
grass  with  wheat  in  the  Fall,  the  common 
practice  is  to  sow  oats  the  next  Spring, 
and  wheat  with  grass  seeds  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  In  this  case  we  should  apply  well- 
rotted  barn-yard  manure  to  bo  harrowed 
in  on  the  surface  with  the  wheat. 

As  the  practice  of  keeping  manure  un¬ 
til  Fall  is  not  to  be  recommended,  the 
sod  may  be  broken  up  in  Fall  or  Winter 


with  the  exception  of  a  few  miles  which  sie 
shingly,  only  ooze,  mud,  or  sand  is  to-be 
found. 

Pins  Cloth. — A  Loudon  paper  gives  the 
following  acoonnt  of  a  new  kind  of  cloth 
maunfactored  from  pine  leaves:  “There 
are  two  establishments  near  Breslau,  in  one 
of  which  pine  leaves  are  converted  into  wool, 
while  in  the  other  for  invalids,  the  waters 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  pine  wool  are 
employed  as  curative  agents.  The  process 
for  converting  the  pine  needles  into  wool 
was  discovered  by  Mr.  Pannewitz.  In  the 
hospitals,  penitentiaries,  and  barracks  of  Vi¬ 
enna  and  Breslau,  blankets  made  from  that 
material  are  now  exclusively  used.  One  of 
their  chief  advantages  is,  that  no  kind  of 
vermin  will  lodge  in  them.  The  material 
is  also  used  as  stuffing,  closely  resembles 
hair,  and  is  only  one-third  its  cost.” 

Cotton  in  Italy. — The  cultivation  of  cotton 
may  be  said  to  be  every  day  making  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  south  of  Italy.  In  1854  it  was 
three  times  more  important,  says  a  contem¬ 
porary,  than  in  the  preceding  year.  In  the 
provinces  of  Naples,  Sicily,  and  Sardinia 
there  were  about  200,000  acres  planted  with 
cotton.  It  is  stated  that  this  year  the  cul¬ 
tivation  will  prevail  on  an  extent  of  400,000 
acres.  Several  French  merchants  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Naples  to  apply  new  processes  to 
this  culture,  and  to  direct  great  works  of 
drainage. 

Saturn’s  Bings. — The  London  Spectator 
says  :  A  rew  English  astronomer,  Mr.  B.

I  The  Dead  in  the  Wildkbness — The  ex¬ 
pedition  to  the  battle  fields  of  the  Wilder¬ 
ness,  sent  out  from  Washington  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  burying  the  dead  whose  remains 
were  above  ground,  or  had  been  imperfectly 
buried,  and  to  re-mark  such  of  the  graves  as 
could  be  identified,  has  finished  its  work. 
The  task  was  commenced  on  the  12th  nit., 
on  -what  was  the  extreme  right,  and  worked 
round  to  the  left.  Very  few  remains  were 
fouud  unburied.  About  700  in  all  were 
identified,  and  neat  head-boards  were  placed 
above  the  graves,  designating  the  name 
vegiment,  etc.,  etc.  Two  cemeteries  were 
established,  one  on  the  Orange  Court  House 
r  ad,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Laev 
House,  and  the  other  on  the  Orange  Court 
House  plank  road.  These  were  inclosed 
with  white  rails.  At  the  junction  of  the 
two  reads  a  guide-board  was  placed  to  direct 
visitors  to  the  oemeteriea.

Messrs.  Editors :  Yourself  and  readers  can¬ 
not  but  be  interested  in  the  new,  novel,  and 
magnificent  enterprise  soon  to  be  put  in  op¬ 
eration  in  this  city,  for  improving  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  women  of  this  country.  “  Vas- 
sar  Female  College”  will  open  about  the 
middle  of  September,  and  its  novelty,  as 
well  as  importance  and  extent,  may  suggest 
some  details  in  which  the  public  have  a  per¬ 
sonal  interest. 

The  origin  of  the  College  is  with  Mr. 
Matthew  Yassar,  an  esteemed  and  opulent 
citizen  of  Poughkeepsie.  It  was  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  a  benevolent  and  Christian  heart, 
after  providing  from  his  large  estate  for 
those  who  have  claims  upon  him,  to  appro¬ 
priate  $400,000  for  the  founding  of  a  Fe¬ 
male  College.  In  February,  1861,  the  funds 
were  officially  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  selected  from  various 
religious  denominations,  and  from  that  hour 
the  work  of  organizing  and  building  the 
College  has  been  suoeessfally  prosecuted. 
It  is  now  nearly  ready  for  use. 

The  College  is  situated  about  two  miles 
from  Poughkeepsie,  on  the  Hudson  River, 
in  the  midst  of  scenery  remarkable  for  its 
beauty,  and  a  climate  salubrious  and  de¬ 
lightful.  In  the  centre  of  a  smooth  area  of 
200  acres,  girdled  by  gentle  hills,  stands  the 
massive  and  imposing  brick  edifice,  of  ele¬ 
gant  architecture,  nearly  600  feet  long,  in¬ 
clusive  of  wings  at  the  extremities,  each 
about  170  feet  deep.  The  building  contains 
over  800  apartments,  exclusive  of  a  beauti¬ 
ful  chapel,  library,  picture  gallery,  minera- 
logical  cabinet,  recitation  rooms,  &o.  It  is 
designed  to  accommodate  the  president, 
professors  and  their  assistants,  and  at  least 
300  pupils  ;  each  of  the  latter  with  a  sep¬ 
arate  apartment.  Tho  College  will  be 
lighted  by  gas,  heated  by  steam  and  ventil¬ 
ated  in  the  most  improved  manner.  It  con¬ 
tains  eight  spacious  stair  cases  from  base¬ 
ment  to  attic,  and  the  edifice  is  divided  by 
heavy  walls  into  five  apartments,  each  of 
which  can  be  made  fire-proof  by  closing 
iron  doors. 

The  system  of  education,  as  proposed  by 
the  founder,  is  designed  to  accomplish  for 
young  women,  what  our  higher  Colleges  are 
accomplishing  for  young  men.  Not  by  a 
feeble  imitation  of  the  ordinary  college  sys¬ 
tem  of  education,  but  "a  general  coincidence 
in  the  elevation  of  its  designs,  with  a  wise 
reference  to  all  the  peculiar  circumstances 
of  character  and  sex  of  those  to  be  educat 
ed.  First,  because  so  pressingly  urgent, 
will  be  the  physical  education  of  the  pupils, 
and  this  wiM  be  secured  by  every  means 
within  the  power  of  tho  Trustees  and  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Institution.  Care  iu  the  sani¬ 
tary  regulations  of  the  College,  in  the  honrs 
devoted  to  study  and  exercise,  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  food,  in  the  habits  of  early  re¬ 
tiring  and  rising,  aud  ventilation  aud  warm¬ 
ing  of  rooms,  gymnastics,  boating,  swim¬ 
ming,  and  skating,  archery  and  horse-back 
riding  will  be  among  the  modes  of  ont-door 
exercise,  for  which  ample  facilities  will  be 
provided  in  the  spacious  and  elegant 
grounds  attached  to  the  College.  The  de¬ 
partment  of  Physical  Training,  and  another 
embracing  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  and 
especially  with  regard  to  the  Laws  of 
Health,  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  lady 
professors,  who  will  snperintend  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  College.  It  is  believed  no  fee¬ 
ble  bodied  or  infirm  women  will  ever  be 
among  the  graduates  of  Yassar  College. 

The  intellectual  course  will  comprehend 
a  thorough  and  elevated  system  of  liberal 
or  classical  education,  such  as  is  given 
young  men  in  our  best  colleges,  varying  iu 
some  features  with  the  sex.  It  proposes  to 
receive  pupils  who  have  bad  their  elemen¬ 
tary  or  preparatory  education  at  other 
schools,  and  farnish  them  with  an  educa¬ 
tion  which  will  adapt  them  to  any  and  all 
the  professions,  and  for  the  higher  duties  of 
social  aud  cultivated  life.  No  pupil  will  be 
received  under  fifteen,  and  four  years  will 
be  required  to  complete  the  course,  as  is 
customary  in  colleges  for  yonng  men  in  this 
country.  A  regular  course  will  be  formed, 
but  there  will  be  special  or  elective  studies, 
which  will  be  permitted  to  meet  any  exi¬ 
gency  or  specific  profession  the  pupil  may 
wish  to  pursue.  There  will  be  nine  depart¬ 
ments,  viz  :  English  literature,  langnagM, 
Ancient  aud  Modern,  Mathematics,  C'hemis- 
try  and  Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy. 
National  History,  Hygiene,  History  aud 
Political  Economy,  Philosophy  and  Art. 
Yocri  and  Instrumental  Music  will  be  a 
specialty,  and  the  School  of  Design  aud 
Physical  Training  will  occupy  a  high  place  | 
in  the  College.  Professors  of  established 
reputation  have  been  secured  for  the  head 
of  each  department.  Most  of  them  are 
gentlemen,  but  their  assistants  will  be 

ladies.  ,  „  .  ,  - 

The  Moral,  Religious,  and  Social  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  pupils,  free  from  all  sectarian¬ 
ism,  will  receive  special  attention,  not  mere¬ 
ly  from  the  President  and  Professors,  but 
from  the  lady  Principal.  The  Bible  wUl  be 
the  basis  of  all  the  instruction.  Daily  pray¬ 
ers  will  be  held  in  the  chapel,  and  on  the 
Sabbath  regular  religions  exercises,  at  which 
all  the  pupils  are  expected  to  be  present. 
Bible-class  instruction  and  social  gathsr- 
iugs  for  prayer,  and  voluutarysewiug  circles 
to  aid  religious  or  benevolent  enterprises 
will  be  encouraged.  The  pupils  wifl  be 
aided  bv  the  lady  Principal  in  the  acq.ii- 
sition  of  every  kind  of  knowledge  which 
may  be  valued  as  part  of  social  and  domes¬ 
tic  education,  both  in  the  care  of  personal 
affairs  and  in  making  home  that  beautiful 
sphere  of  woman,  both  attractive  and  skii- 
fully  managed.  Instructions  in  the  Laundry 
will  be  given,  and  the  details  of  household 
cares  and  responsibilities  will  not  be  omit¬ 
ted.  Conversation  and  reading  in  circles, 
with  composition  and  vocal  and  instruicen- 
tal  music,  will  all  be  regarded  in  the  light 
of  solid  acquirem-'nts.  .  ^ 

The  offi  ers  of  the  college  consist  of  the 
President,  Dr.  John  H.  Riymoud,  aud  MiM 
Lyman,  of  Montreal,  Lidy  Principal,  with 
eight  Professors,  each  with  numerous  uss^t- 
auts,  all  resident  in  the  college  edifice.  Dr. 
Raymond,  to  whom  is  intrusted  the  Presi¬ 
dency  of  the  Institution,  is  a  gentleinan  of 
great  experience  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
work  of  education.  He  has  rare  endowiniM^ 
for  his  arduous  position,  and  disWngnished 


abiUties  by  wUoh  he  will  be  able  to  meet 
the  g^t  wante  o^e  coUege  and  Sgh  S- 
protations  of  the  Trustees.  The  Professom 
with  their  assistants  oan  scarody  fail  to  moot 
the  expectations  of  those  who  have  entrusted 
them  with  their  weighty  responsibilities. 

The  entire  expmiB  »  of  the  college  course, 
$350  per  year,  including  board,  considering 
the  immense  advantages  the  Institution 
offers,  ate  less  than  in  the  first  class  schools 
for  young  ladies.  Extra  charges  are  few, 
and  those  are  not  needed  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  most  thorough  education.  The  de¬ 
partments  for  the  pupils  are  beautifully  ar¬ 
ranged,  and  the  spaoioos  parlors  and  recep¬ 
tion  rooms  for  social  gatherings,  and  con¬ 
dors  for  in-door  exercise,  are  ^  that  taste 
and  opulence  oan  furnish.  The  ciffinary  de¬ 
partment  is  perfect,  and  bath-rooms  are 
located  thronghont  the  college  edifice.  Some 
thousand  volumes  are  already  found  in  the 
Library,  the  Art  Gallery  contains  an  elegant 
collection  of  oil  and  other  paintings,  aud 
engravings,  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $30,000, 
while  the  cabinet  of  Minerals  and  Geology, 
superbly  arranged,  is  valued  at  $15,000.  Out¬ 
side  of  the  main  edifice  is  the  Observatory. 
This  was  built  at  an  expense  of  $15,000,  and 
with  its  new  and  splendid  instruments,  will 
be  in  charge  of  Miss  Mitchell,  a  lady  alrei^y 
celebrated  for  her  scientific  attaiamente  and 
discoveries.

This  large  octavo  by  Albert  D.  Bichard- 
Hon  of  the  Tribune,  gives  the  details  of  his 
service  as  a  correspondent  at  the  South  at 
the  outset  of  the  rebellion,  bis  experience 
daring  the  early  period  of  this  war,  bis  cap¬ 
ture  at  Vicksburg,  and  his  prison  experience 
at  Bichmoud  and  Salisbury,  together  with 
his  hazardous  and  romantic  escape  to  East 
em  Tennessee.  It  is  written  in  a  fresh  and 
graphic  style ;  its  desciiptions  are  vivid  and 
xaoy,  and  its  incidents  of  varied  hope  and 
fear  are  sure  to  enchain  the  attention  of  the 
(dullest  reader.  Not  its  least  valuable  feature 
is  its  delineation  of  the  spirit  of  the  rebel¬ 
lion,  and  the  unswerving  loyalty  of  East 
Tennesseans.  Such  a  volume  as  this  gives 
one  a  vivid  idea  of  the  character  of  the  war, 
and  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  waged  upon 
hoth  sides.

It  is  written  much  in  the 
spirit  of  Baxter's  “Reformed  Pastor,”  and 
indeed  some  of  its  most  effective  appeals  are 
borrowed  from  the  words  of  the  Kidder¬ 
minster  "  bishop.”  It  is  a  book  which  every 
minister  and  every  candidate  for  tiie  minis¬ 
try  might  read  with  profit.  Published  by 
the  American  Tract  Society,  Boston. 

Harpeb’s  PicroRUL  Hibtoby  of  the 
Gbeat  Rebellion.  The  June  number  of 
this  generally  well-written,  aud  profusely  il¬ 
lustrated  royal  folio  history  brings  the  nar¬ 
rative  down  to  General  Banks’  movements 
against  Texas.  The  remaining  numbers 
will  be  produced  as  rapidly  as  is  consistent 
with  careful  preparation. 

The  American  Presbyterian  and  Theologi¬ 
cal  Review  for  July  contains,  besides  book 
notices  and  literary  intelligence,  eight  ar¬ 
ticles  :  Analysis  and  Proof  Texts  of  Julius 
Muller's  System  of  Theology,  by  Prof.  H.  B. 
Smith ;  The  Early  Life  of  Milton,  by  Rev. 
A.  D.  Gridley,  of  Clinton ;  The  Distinctive 
Nature  of  Homiletics  and  Reasons  for  its 
Cultivation,  byProf.  Shedd;  The  Ministry  of 
Braiueid,  by  President  Wayland  ;  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  ^Primitive  Church,  by  Q.  S. 
Camp,  E?q.,of  Owego ;  Household  Baptism, 
by  Rev.  W.  R.  Powers ;  Augustiae  on  |the 
City  of  God,  by  Gillett ;  aud  Relations  of 
the  College  to  our  New  Country,  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Tattle  of  Wabash  College. 

All  these  articles  are  such  as  should  com 
mand  the  attention  of  ministers  and  stu¬ 
dents  generally.  The  first  will  invite  the 
perusal  of  the  theologian,  aud  the  second 
will  gratify  the  taste  of  the  student  of  Eng 
lish  literature.  Those  by  Prof.  Shedd  and 
President  Wayland  are  alike  instructive  and 
suggestive.  “  The  Government  of  the  Prim 
itive  Church”  furnishes  an  arrow  for  the 
Anti-Episcopalian  which  he  may  use  with 
effect  “  Household  Baptism,”  though 
somewhat  coutroveraial,  brings  out  the 
Scripture  argument  on  the  word  “hoqse 
hold”  with  pertinence  and  force.  Gillett's 
Summary  of  Augustine’s  “City  of  God,” 
will  enable  the  English  leader  to  apprehend 
something  of  the  scope,  point,  and  elo 
quence  of  a  work  whose  history  is  interwov' 
en  with  the  history  of  the  Christian  Church 
to  the  present’day.  President  Tattle’s  Plea 
for  Colleges  is  one  of  the  best  we  have  ever 
met.  It  has  no  little  of  homely  but  racy 
eloquence.  This  number  of  the  Review  is 
an  excellent  one,  and  we  feel  that  for  oar 
ministers  to  be.  deprived  of  its  perusal  is  a 
serious  loss.  Every  congregation  should 
see  that  its  pastor  is  supplied  with  the  work. 
The  price  of  subscription  might  be  returned 
more  than  tenfold  in  the  benefits  that  would 
result  to  his  people. 

The  Living  Age,  No.  1015,  for  J uly  15th, 
contains,  among  other  articles,  an  excellent 
biographical  sketch  of  Henry  Martyu  from 
Good  Words,  made  up  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tmit  from  fresh  scuroes  ;  and  a  paper  from 
the  Saturday  Review,  on.the  cost  of  Univer¬ 
sity  education.  It  admits  that  this  cost  is 
excessive,  amounting  generally  to  £200  or 
$1000  per  year.  It  is  therefore  a  luxury 
which  few  Englishmen  can  enjoy.  What  a 
change  would  be  effected  in  our  College  cata¬ 
logues,  if  American  Colleges  were  as  expeid- 
sive  as  English  Universities  !  We  may  well 
congratulate  ourselves  that.in  this  country 
few  young  men  of  talent  and  energy  need 
be  debarred  from  the  privileges  of  a  liberal 
education,  who  are  resolved  to  attain  it. 

Blackwood’s  Miogazine  for  June,  besides  its 
continuations  of  tales  from  previous  num¬ 
bers,  gives  ns  Notes  and  Notices  from  Italy; 
Hero  Worship  and  its  Dangers  ;  The  Rate 
of  Interest ;  How  to  make  a  Pedigree ; 
Thirty  Years’  Policy  in  New  Zealand  ;  and 
The  Government  and  the  Budget.  The  last 
article  depicts  a  gloomy  prcspect  for  the  lib¬ 
erals,  whenever  the  ministerial  sceptre  drops 
from  Lord  Palmerston’s  already  trembling 
hand.  The  preceding  article  is  especially 
severe  npon  English  Colonial  Policy.  Its 
blunders  in  New  Zealand  are  traced  out  in 
detail. 

The  Theological  Eclectic  for  July  contains 
two  articles.  The  Question  of  the  Unity  of 
the  Quman  Race,  from  the  Revue  des  Deux 
Mondes ;  and  Unity  of  Apostolic  Doctrine, 
from  the  London  (Quarterly  Review.  The 
first  article  is  especially  valuable.  It  is  by 
that  eminent  scholar,  M.  Quadrefages,  and 
contains  facts  and  views  which  are  especial¬ 
ly  worthy  of  attention  at  the  present  time.

Tub  Bank  Stateiient  for  the  week,  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  returns,  shows  an  increase  of 
$2,743,107  in  loans  aud  diccounts,  $1,299,847  in 
specie,  $249,171  in  circulation,  $2,221  278  in  net 
deposits,  and  a  decrease  of  $2,465,062  in  legal 
tenders. 

Tub  Miners’  Strike  at  the  coal  mines,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Y'oungstown,  Pennsylvania,  after  last¬ 
ing  over  two  mouths,  has  finally  come  to  an  end, 
and  work  has  been  resumed  at  the  rate  of  wages 
proposed  by  the  proprietors  in  April  last.  These 
rates  are  now  too  high,  however.  The  truth  is 
these  Pennsylvania  coal  miners  carried  them¬ 
selves  in  a  very  obnoxious  way  throughout  our 
late  fearful  struggle,  combining  against  the  draft, 
discussing,  some  of  them,  propositions  to  throw 
the  Navy  out  of  coal,  and  demanding  from  six  to 
ten  dollars  a-day  for  their,  for  the  most  part,  im- 
rkille-d  work — as  much  as  they  got  in  a  week  for 
the  same  kind  of  labor,  in  the  old  c.>Hntry,  whence 
most  of  them  came.  It  is  time  that  their  pre¬ 
tentions  and  wages  were  curtailed,  the  latter  for 
the  benefit  of  coal  consumers. 

The  Dry  Goods  Market  continues  active  and 
prices  are  buoyant.  Prints  are  firm,  Merrimacks 
having  advanced  a  little.  Cottons,  however, 
take  the  lead,  and  bleached  goods  are  scarce  and 
unreasonably  high.  Shirting  flannels  have  ap¬ 
preciated  most,  but  there  is  a  hardening  tenden¬ 
cy,  at  the  moment,  all  around.  Cloths  are  quite 
active  at  full  prices,  and  carpets  without  change.

Beetes.— The  supply  of  beef  cattle,  though 
much  larger  than  last  week,  is  not  Bufficlont  to- 
maberixlly  cheapen  the  prioe.  More  than  1  509i 
bullocks  were  sold  at  the  waricus  yards  between 
Vast  Tuesday  and  Sunday,  after  which  the  priuci- 
pal  or  44th  street  market  opened  Monday  monir 
kigwith  risings  3,8(X>  head  on  sale,  man;  of  tb«m 
of  superior  quality.  Trade  was  lively  in  the 
miirning  at  14ul6c  per  lb.  for  medium  to  good 
unim:ils,  while  some  extra  fat  cattle  brought  ful¬ 
ly  17c.  Commou  stock  went  off  slow,  espe&ially 
in  the  afternoon,  and  prices  of  this  class  were 
not  as  good  as  last  week.  Average  of  all  sales 
about  14Jc  per  lb.  for  the  net  vreigUt  of  beef,  sel¬ 
ler  sinking  offal. 

Sheep— Are  plenty,  with  no  great  change  in 
prices,  though  trade  is  less  active.  The  rates  are 
5a6ic  per  lb.  for  sheep,  and  10x12)0  per  ib.  for 
lambs.  About  600  Ohio  sheep,  average  108  lbs. 
sold  at  6Jc.  Pelts  are  higher. 

Swine— Wliich  hare  tended  up  all  the  week, 
are  not  as  active  to  day,  but  corn  hogs  have  sold 
at  12|c  per  lb.,  and  distillers,  the  best  culled  oct 
at  Albaiiy,  sold  at  ll)c. 

The  receipts  for  the  week  are  6,449  beeves;  91 
cows  and  calves;  1,985  veals;  17,308  sheep  and 
lambs;  and  6,423  swine — showing  an  increaeo  of 
1,374  beeves,  5  cows,  696  veals,  6,069  sheep  and 
lambs,  aud  a  decrease  of  4,080  swine.
